The enactment of the statutory provision that the School Board 
shaJl annually report upon the state of the schools under their charge, 
was for the purpose of informing the public in what manner, and 
what, from time to time, might be the particulars of its management 
of their most important institution. 

A tributé to the teachers of our schools in Greenfield of their 
worth the past year, is too conspicuous and well known to be empha- 
sized here. An invaluable quality of a successful teacher is, in treat- 
ing every child with kindness and respect ; faithfully subduing the 
most remote appearance of favoritism ; dealing justly and uprightly 
with the poorest ; treating all as though they were equal, and setting 
an example of rectitude and politeness before all, and as far as we 
have been able to jJearn our teachers have been models in this respect. 

The relation of the parent to the public school, is worthy of care- 
ful thought. Parents may exemplify their interest, by always refer- 
ing to the school system and to individual teachers in the hearing of 
their children with respect and dignity for both. 

The board of health ordered the Village schools, and one in the 
eastern district closed two weeks before the spring term should have 
closed, fearing an epidemic of measles, as several cases had appeared — 
among the pupils. 

The examinations of the different schools during the year were 
highly satisfactory to our school board. The exercises on the black- 
board of the Grammer department excited much interest among the 
many visitors present. While commendable progress has been made 
in the different studies pursued, writing has been carefully attended 
to in the schools generally, and as a whole, it is excellent. Twenty- 
five dollars was expended for an organ which was placed in the Gram- 
mar department. Singing was a satisfactory feature of the examina- 
tion. It was noticed that the children from the Primary school sur- . 
passed those of the higher grade in fullness, and sweetness of tone. 
Both teachers of the Village schools deserve much praise in advanc- 
ing the musical knowledge of their pupils. Drawing as taught in 
our schools is not a mere accomplishment, nor is it an amusement. 
In a word, all manufacturers depend on drawing. ‘The designer con- 
ceives in his mind plans for buildings and machinery which must 
have sections, and drawings of parts. Drawing it has been said ‘Is 
the language of all the industrial arts.”’ 

It is to be regretted that there is so much hesitancy on the part of 
the well-to-do farmers in the eastern district to furnish board to 
teachers at what would be considered a remunerative price. We 
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hope that in the future it will be unnecessary for teachers to seek for 
board in the village and to be transported to and from the school 
house daily. - 

At the annual meeting of the school district of 1901, it was voted 
to raise and appropriate fifty dollars to improve the play ground at 
the school house near Russell’s Station. The money is now in the 
hands of the treasurer of the school board to be expended at an early 
day for the purpose of which it was designed.
